2, Our files since 195k reflect several instances there there appears 
to be reason to wonder to that extent DESBHMOKA waa acting in good faith with 
Cl. 3i* Specifically, theae it is refer to apparent attempts to pad his 
expense accounts substantially and a sewing effort to nlalead hie oase officer 
with respect to his plans to take his niece with him on his trip to Libya* 

3* It would seen to os that the termination set tint proposed in 
Reference B and full concurred in by Headquarters, as indicated in para k of 
reference A, oonstituted "a generous eettlement".

further contribution to DESDBiOKA's su ppor t, (this, we repeat, is said in the 
absence of the file covexing the period 19k6-l95k, which night conceivably throw 
a different light on the natter*) 

5* In the absence, as we see it, of e morel obligation to D8SD9DNA we 
are not entirely clear as to why additional payments should be made to hln* While 
we agree up to t certain point that we cannot “afford to build ip resentments, 
Justified or unjustified," we agree even more that we cannot "place ourselves 
in a position of belxig perpetually blackmailed". If B&SDBKJNA is able and 
disposed to cause ue any serious horn, we should appreciate having necessity m 
details so that we may take appropriate action in an effort to protect KUBARK 
interests, 

6, Beyond that and based on the file os we have seen it, we cannot 
help wondering if e settlement "which BESDEMONA would regard as more or less 
satisfactory" would be "Just and reason*™*-" In any event, the ball is now in 
DESDEMONA's court, Inaiwich as he told £ on 2k March i960 that he would 
write sons sort of statement end pass it on to ; since that date nothing 

further has been heard from him* 

7 • With reference to the letter prepared by C ^3 (which in our view 

could hardly be interpreted as other than an Invitation to BESDEMONA to write 
his own ticket — within reason , of course), it has not appeared necessary — 
or from LT Hi Point of view desirable — to gj™ Ht. to DESDEMONA in view 
of his statement to /T -I that he had heard from HI who h«i suggested that 
he draw up a statement of what be considered would be a reasonable settlement in 
view of his long service. In reply to C l* 7 8 inquiry as to whether C jj 
had written him, DESDEMONA first hesitated and then replied that the message 
had been conveyed to him by his niece.
